ON  THE  HEALTH  OF  PARSLEY 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  . . . 
DECEMBER  31st,  1923.  . . . 


Gentlemen, 

J have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Twenty-fourth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District. 

'hhe  earlier  months  of  the  year  were  marked  by  a period  of 
mild  weather  which  continued  until  Februarv  18th,  on  which 
date  there  was  an  exceptionally  heavy  fall  of  snow,  this  being 
followed  by  another  of  the  21st,  after  which  cold  predominated 
until  the  end  of  March.  Easter  was  dull  and  damp.  The  month 
of  June  had  very  little  sunshine  and  in  spite  of  the  Heat  Wave 
in  July,  the  summer  was,  generally  speaking,  a disa])pointment. 

1 very  much  regret  to  have  to  re]3ort  to  you  a decrease  in 
the  Birth  Rate,  l)ut  on  the  other  hand  1 am  pleased  to  say  that 
the  Death  Rate  shows  a substantial  reduction  compared  with 
the  year  1922. 

JJie  total  Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases,  although 
slightly  higher  than  foi'  the  ])revious  year,  are  well  belov’  the 
juimber  for  1921. 

The  first  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  reported  to  me  early  in 
January,  the  total  for  the  year  being  10  cases. 

From  Februarv  to  June  we  had  several  cases  of  Measles 
and  Chicken-pox  (the  latter  has  at  my  suggestion  been  added  to 
the  list  of  notifiable  diseases),  and  in  May,  Whooping  Cough 
was  pievalent. 

During  June,  there  wei'c  numerous  cases  of  Influenza,  and 
some  of  Diphtheria. 

Four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  ]‘e])orted  in  July,  and  in 
F^eeember  thei’c  were  several  cases  of  Mumps. 
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The  health  of  the  District  was  better  than  in  the  previous 
year,  especially  during  the  second  half. 

The  provision  of  a Mortuary  during  the  year  has  filled  a 
long  felt  want,  although  I am  gratified  that  during  the  year 
Ave  had  no  cause  to  make  use  of  it. 

Owing  to  the  largely  increased  consumption  of  Ice  Cream 
during  recent  years  and  the  necessity  of  it  being  produced  under 
the  best  possible  hygienic  conditions,  I would  suggest  to  the 
C^ouncil  the  advisability  of  considering  the  matter  of  periodic 
inspection  of  all  buildings  where  Ice  Cream  is  manufactured  for 
public  sale. 

Vital  Statistics.  Th  e number  of  Births  registered  in  the 
District  during  the  year  1923  Avas  66,  to  which  have  to  be  added 
14  Transferable  Births  occurring  outside  the  District  making  a 
total  of  80,  consisting  of  38  Boys  and  42  Girls,  and  being  12  less 
than  the  preAuous  year. 

Calculated  on  a population  of  6,134,  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General,  the  total  of  80  giAms  a Birth-rate  of  13.0  per 
thousand,  this  being  1.8  lower  than  1922. 

Tavo  illegitimate  Births  Avere  registered  during  1923  as 
against  3 in  the  previous  year. 

The  Birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  Avas  19.7,  AAdiich  is 
.6  per  thousand  beloAv  the  1922  rate. 

Gur  Birth-rate  is  still  much  beloAA^  the  aA^erage  for  the  Avhole 
country,  and  in  1923  the  rate  of  decline  was  higher.

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  District  during  the 
year  Avas  68,  AATich  is  21  less  than  for  the  previous  year. 

The  total  of  68  comprises  25  males  and  43  females.  To 
this  number  are  to  be  added  the  deaths  of  9 males  and  4 females 
occurring  outside  the  District,  making  a gross  total  of  81,  from 
Avhich  haAm  to  be  deducted  the  deaths  of  2 males  and  3 females, 
non-residents,  and  therefore  transferable,  making  in  all  32  males 
and  44  females,  a net  total  for  calculation  of  76,  13  less  than 
for  the  year  1922. 

On  the  estimated  population  of  6,134  the  total  of  76  gives 
a Death-rate  of  12.3,  which  is  a decrease  of  2.0  on  the  year  1922, 
and  may  be  considered  A^ery  satisfactory. 


The  Death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  1 1.0,  and 
our  District  is  only  .7  above  the  average  which  shows  a consider- 
able im]:>rovenient  on  1922. 

Six  deaths  of  Infants  under  1 year  of  age  were  registered, 
being  exactly  the  same  number  as  in  the  previous  year.  The 
rate  ])er  thousand  Births  is  75  compared  with  69  for  the  whole 
of  England  and  Wales. 

One  death  of  an  illegitimate  child  was  registered. 

There  were  5 Inquest  cases,  two  being  non-residents. 


The  average  age  at  death  for  all  ages  is  58.4  or  excluding 
those  under  1 year  of  age  62.5  years.

Child  ’S  Welfare  Centre.— This  has  again  been  well  attended. 
Almost  one  thousand  childi'cn  and  their  mothers  have  been 
registered,  and  no  death  has  occun-ed  in  an^^  child.  We  have 
had  visits  from  Dr.  Lawrence  and  the  Lady  Inspector  from 
l^ondon.  Lectures  have  been  given  by  our  Clinic  Nurse 
(H  iss  Kellett),  when  the  Doctoi-  has  not  attended.  Treatment 
and  advice  have  been  given  where  necessary  in  a great 
])ercentage  of  the  cases.  A garden  party  was  held  at 
Ashville  thi'ough  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Fred  Gaunt,  and  110 
babies  and  mothers  attended.  Also  a Christmas  party  was 
given  on  December  LSth,  when  again  110  babies  and  mothers 
were  ])resent. 

Water.  The  supply  which  is  obtained  from  the  Bradford 
Corporation  is  of  good  quality.  Occasionally  we  have  had 
com])laints  fi'orn  certain  ])arts  of  the  District  of  an  inadequate 
supply  and  in  Jidy  last  there  were  com])laints  of  a general  shortage. 

Closet  Accommodation.  A large  number  of  conversions  to 
the  Water  Carriage  iSystem  have  been  made,  for  full  particulars  of 
which,  as  also  the  statistics  regarding  scavenging,  1 would  refer 
you  to  the  Report  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Milk.  The  milk  locally  ])roduced  is  pure  in  quality,  and  a 
good  su])ply  is  available.  The  cowsheds  are  inspected  regularly 
and  are  reported  to  be  satisfactory  in  all  respects. 

Infectious  Diseases.  In  the  First  Quarter  of  the  year, 
there  were  6 Notifications  of  Diseases,  8 in  the  Second  Quarter  : 

2 in  the  Third  Quarter,  and  7 in  the  Fourth  Quarter  of  the  year, 
a total  of  23  cases,  this  being  3 more  than  in  1922. 


Scarlet  Fever.  Ten  Notifications  received,  being  one  less 
than  the  previous  year.  No  death  was  registered  as  being  due 
to  this  disease.  Diphtheria,  four  cases,  a decrease  of  2 on  1922. 
No  death. 

Pulmonary  and  other  Tuberculous  Diseases.  Seven  cases 
notified  and  4 deaths  certified  as  due  to  this  disease. 

Typhoid  Fever.  One  case.  No  death. 

Erysipelas.  Two  cases.

VACCINATION  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1923. 
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Small  Pox  and  Vaccination.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted 
that  the  ^"accination  Returns  for  the  District  are  still  very  far 
from  being  satisfactory.  Although  we  have  for  many  years 
escaped  a visitation  of  this  horrible  disease,  the  outbreaks  in 
various  ])arts  of  the  country  should  act  as  a warning  of  what 
might  occur  here  in  our  own  area,  and  lead  to  an  increase  in 

the  safeguard  of  Vaccination.

On  the  subject  of  Infectious  Diseases,  I should  like  to  suggest 
to  the  Council  the  advisability  of  considering  the  provision  of 
glass  partitions  in  the  Joint  Hospital,  whereby  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases,  the  diagnosis  of  which  is  uncertain  might  be  temporarily 
isolated  for  observation.

SANITARY  DEPARTMENT. 

FARM. 

During  the  year  the  work  at  the  Farm  has  been  carried  out 
satisfactory,  the  Beds  or  land  has  been  cleaned  of  sludge  on  both 
sides  and  ])loughed  and  harrowed. 

The  three  precipitation  Tanks  have  been  emptied  and 
thoroughly  cleaned  out  periodically,  and  the  sewage  has  been 
distributer!  on  the  land  first  on  the  lower  and  then  on  the  higher 
])ortion,  and  Alumino  Ferric  used. 

The  effluent  from  the  beds  has  been  a fair  sample  under  the 
conditions. 

The  four  Sludge  Lagoons  have  been  emptied  periodically. 

The  whole  of  the  sludge  is  carted  away  by  Mr.  Binks,  about 
obO  loads  being  disposed  of  during  the  year. 

All  the  grass  on  land  available  has  been  cut  and  along  the 
carriers. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  17  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified 
to  me,  which  are  as  follows  : — 5 Diptheria,  11  Scarlet  Fever  and 
1 Enteric.  These  cases  are  all  notified  by  your  M.O.H.,  the 
drains  and  fittings  are  inspected  and  disinfectants  given  out 
when  applied  for. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

You  have  Six  Slaughter-houses  in  the  district  ; these  are 
frequently  visited  and  are  generally  whitewashed,  and  may  be 
said  to  be  in  a reasonably  good  and  clean  condition.  The  meat 
slaughtered  in  the  district  is  of  good  quality. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

'Fhe  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  have  been  inspected 
at  various  times  and  in  each  case  found  clean  and  in  good  order. 

Notices  and  Regulations  have  been  served  or  sent  out  to  all 
Farmers  for  Limewashing  the  CoAvsheds. 

BAKE-HOUSES. 

The  Bake-houses  haAm  been  inspected  and  found  dean  and 
Avell-ke])t. 
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NUBSANCES. 

Sixteen  notices  have  been  sent  out  for  abatement  of  Nuisances, 
I defective  ashpit  door,  1 for  new  Ash  Bins,  and  14  for  insanitary 
Closets.  All  these  have  been  dealt  with.  No  outstanding 
notices. 

CLOSET  ACCOMIVIODATION. 

During  the  past  year  I have  pleasure  to  report  that  69 
Water  Closets  have  been  connected  to  Sewer,  48  Privies  have  been 
converted  into  61  w.s.’s,  1 Water  Closet  to  works  and  7 Water 
Closets  to  various  property.  The  present  accommodation  is
